Mexico City (EFE)- 
President Vicente Fox thanked 
a TV clown whose morning 
talk show — which aired for 
the last time Wednesday — 
Kept politicians on the hot seat 
and the Mexican public up to 
date on important issues. 

“I want to express to you 
and your team of coworkers 
my recognition for the excep- 
tional job you've done in 
keeping your audience well 


informed,” Fox said in a letter 


sent to Victor Trujillo, the man 
behind the plastic red nose. 
Every morning for the last 
10 years, Trujillo, perhaps 
Mexico's sharpest and most 
acerbic interviewer, has 
donned Brozo’s curly green

wig. cherry-red nose, face 
paint and outlandish clothes, 
and prepared to strike terror 
into the hearts of politicians on 
Televisa television network’s 
“El Mañanero” news program. 
Televisa is the largest Spanish- 
language outlet in the world. 

“IT consider myself an ac- 
tor. The news show is part 
comedy and a game without 
journalistic pretensions,” the 
42-year-old entertainer told 
EFE in an interview in April. 

Brozo notes that no one 
dares to ignore questions from 
a talkative and funny clown, 
and that is precisely his best 
weapon. The show is seen not 
only in the capital, but in sev-

Washington, 
(EFE)— El presidente 
George W. Bush, acogió el 
martes pasado como un 
gran logro la formación del 
Gobierno interino iraquí, 
que tendrá “soberanía to- 
tal”, aunque admitió que 
puede haber más violencia 
de quienes buscan el 
fracaso de la normalización 
de Irak. 

“Este Gobierno interi- 
no asumirá una soberanía 


total y supervisará todos 
los ministerios y todas las 
funciones del Estado ira- 
quí. Los ministerios repor- 
tarán al primer ministro 
(Iyad) Alaui”, afirmó en la 
Casa Blanca. 

Bush pidió que el Con- 
sejo de Seguridad de la 
ONU apruebe rápidamente 
una resolución de apoyo al 
proceso político en Irak y 
allane el camino a la cele- 
bración de elecciones en 
ese país, como muy tarde 
en enero de 2005. 

“La principal tarea del 
Gobierno será la prepara- 
ción de nuevas eleccio- 
nes”, recalcó. 

La misión de las fuer- 
zas militares extranjeras, 
dirigidas por EE.UU., será 
la de garantizar que hay un 
clima de seguridad para la 
celebración de los comi- 
cios, afirmó Bush, quien 
pidió la contribución de 
más países una vez que 
haya otra resolución de la

Bush reconoció que

Awards Night for bilingual 
James Lick High School seniors 
will be special. The class of 2004 
will be the first to receive a Bi- 
lingual Certificate along with 
their diploma — an official rec- 
ognition of their ability to speak, 
read, write, and understand both 
English and another language. 

Student members of Cali- 
fornians For Justice (CFJ) col- 
laborated with East Side Union 
District educators and California 
Tomorrow, an organization ad- 
dressing language and culture in 
the schools, for over two years 
to develop this innovative pro- 
gram. 

The program is one of only 
a handful in the Nation the 
offically certifies students as bi- 
lingual, and is part of a growing 
movement towards recognizing 
and valuing bilingual literacy. 

More than 60% of East Side 
high school students speak a lan- 
guage other than English, but 
young people are losing their 
home languages at a faster rate 
now than in any prior genera- 
tion. 

According to California To- 
morrow, it is common for teen- 
agers to not share a language 
with their parents, causing a loss 
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of communication and shared 
heritage. The reality is that as they 
gain English, they lose their home 
language. 

“We, the students, think that 
our culture and language should 
be recognized to let everyone see 
that we are proud of being bilin- 
gual,” says Hector Vega, a sopho- 
more at James Lick HS. Bilingual 
Certification will ensure that bi- 
lingual students get special rec- 
ognition on their transcripts, help- 
ing open the door to job opportu- 
nities as well as valuing language 
diversity in our community.

For Justice initially proposed the 
idea Over two years ago, and 
worked with ESUHSD Board 
President Juanita Ramirez to 
craft a resolution passed by the 
Board of Trustees last spring. 
Since then a task force of stu- 
dents, teachers, district officials, 
and outside experts have worked 
to develop the rigorous criteria 
and implementation policy. 

The Board is set to approve

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Huelguistas de hambre siguen 
en pie de lucha en Sacramento

San José, CA. (EFE)- Tras 
22 dias en huelga de hambre, tres 
de las nueve personas que 
iniciaron esta protesta siguen a 
las afueras del Capitolio en 
Sacramento en busca de que sus 
peticiones sean escuchadas por 
los asambleístas y el gobernador 
del Estado. 

Los huelguistas piden los 
recursos completos para la 
educación bajo la Proposición 
98, legislaciones que establez- 
can un fondo para hacer la 
educación equitativa. y la con- 
donación de la deuda del Distrito 
Escolar del Condado de Contra 
Costa. 

“La Proposición 98 es una 
ley aprobada en 1988 por los 
votantes de California y decía 
que si algún día en California 
había una crisis económica 
siempre iban haber fondos, un 
porcentaje del presupuesto 
estatal siempre iba a estar 
disponible para la educación”, 
dijo a EFE César Alonso Cruz, 
activista mexicano y uno de las 
tres personas que continúa en 
huelga de hambre. 

Según Cruz, quien nació en 
Jalisco y emigró a los 11 años 
de edad, el año pasado el gober- 
nador de California, Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, junto al sin- 
dicato de maestros del estado 
(CTA, California Teachers 
Association), acordó recortar el 
dinero para la educación en dos 
billones de dólares. 

Cruz agregó, que, sin em- 
bargo, “a la mayoría de maestros 
y padres nunca les preguntaron 
si esto iba a ser lo mejor”. 


Según la página de Internet 
de la CTA, los salones de clases 
de California perderán más de 
9.4 billones de dólares en el 
período escolar 2004-2005 si se 
compara con el de 2001-2002, 
sacrificando programas que 
satisfacen las necesidades 
básicas. 

El activista mexicano, 
maestro en Historia, especificó 
que “en San José van a cerrar 
varias escuelas, en Oakland 
cinco, en West Contra Costa 
cerrarán bibliotecas y programas 
de deportes, y los recortes están 
afectando a 20 distritos esco- 
lares en todo California”. 

Karina Oliva, madre salva- 
doreña que estuvo en la huelga 
hasta el día 20 de mayo, dijo que 
ella participó “porque veo que 
el estado no le está poniendo 
atención a los niños, les está ha- 
ciendo daño al quitarles escue- 
las, maestros, libros y progra- 
mas de deportes. arte y psi- 
cología”. 

Esta madre de tres hijos que 
emigró en 1974, y este año 
terminó una maestría en Estu- 
dios Étnicos en UC Berkeley. 
recordó que ella asistió a una 
escuela sobre poblada, con 
pocos libros y falta de maestros 
en Los Ángeles. 

Existe una gran contradic- 
ción con el dinero que se destina 
a la educación del estado y el 
que se asigna a las cárceles y 
construcción de las mismas, co- 
mentó y añadió que a pesar de 
la crisis económica, California 
destinó un gran presupuesto pa- 
ra la construcción de prisiones. 

Cruz dijo que “el presu-

puesto de las cárceles subirá un 
ocho por ciento, unos 5.6 bi- 
llones de dólares y no pueden 
dar ese dinero a las escuelas. Por 
eso, parte de nuestra demanda 
es que los dos billones que de- 
ben de ir a la educación lleguen 
a las escuelas para que no se 
cierre ningún programa impor- 
tante”. 

Según estadísticas oficiales, 
el costo de una persona en 
prisión es de 30 mil dólares 
anuales, y la mayoría de las 
escuelas gastan un promedio de 
cuatro mil a seis mil dólares al 
año por estudiante desde el 
kindergarten hasta el grado 12. 

Wendy González, maestra 
bilingúe de Contra Costa, dijo 
que dejó la huelga el jueves 
pasado debido “a los problemas 
con la suplente que estaba en mi 
escuela. Mis estudiantes no esta- 
ban a gusto con ella”. 

Aseguró que aunque aban- 
donó la huelga de hambre sigue 
apoyándolos física y espiritual- 
mente. 

Importante líderes estatales 
han manifestado su apoyo a los 
huelguistas. Entre ellos destacan 
Arturo Rodríguez, líder sindical 
de United Farm Workers (UFW) 
y Jack O"Connell, Superinten- 
dente de Educación Pública del 
Estado. 

El 27 de mayo, la asam- 
bleísta Jackie Golberg, encar- 
gada de educación, llevó a seis 
huelguistas de hambre (tres de 
ellos dejaron la huelga el pasado 
fin de semana) al Capitolio 
estatal y los presentó al resto de 
los asambleístas.

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Imponen fuertes medidas para 
evitar actividades pandilleras 


Oxnard, CA.(EFE)- Con la misión de derrotar 
el crecimiento del grupo pandillero Colonia 
Chiques, un juez de la corte superior del condado 
de Ventura impuso fuertes medidas que harán ilegal 
todo tipo de contacto entre sospechosos pandilleros. 

La orden del juez Fred Bysshe prohíbe a estos 
pandilleros congregarse en zonas públicas y le 
otorga nuevos poderes a la policía local para 
investigar a sospechosos que se involucren con esta 
pandilla. 

Los sospechosos que sean sorprendidos 
desobedeciendo estas leyes podrán recibir multas 
máximas de mil dólares o una sentencia de seis 
meses de cárcel. 

Las autoridades del condado de Ventura han 
identificado a la mayoría de los miembros más 
peligrosos de esta pandilla compuesta por latinos, 
y que en los últimos años ha incrementado su 
presencia a base de violencia. 

Estos supuestos pandilleros tendrán que 
obedecer un toque de queda de las 10:00 p.m. 

La medida ha forzado a los presuntos 
pandilleros a contratar su propio abogado, quien 
declaró que estas medidas son discriminatorias. 

“Los derechos constitucionales de estas perso- 
nas están siendo abusados por las autoridades que 
piensan que hacer esto es correcto con tal de detener 
la violencia de pandillas”, dijo John Hachmeister. 

Otros críticos de esta nueva ordenanza han 
dicho que la policía tendría más poderes para abusar 
a ciudadanos latinos que tengan algún parentesco 
con un miembro de la Colonia Chiques. 

“Sabemos que esta es una maniobra para 
detener el crimen que se han sentido en esta co- 
munidad, pero esta orden le da libertad a la policía 
de hacer su voluntad con cualquier persona que ellos 
crean actúe sospechosa”, dijo el abogado.

Un nuevo ataque se dio contra 
el candidato que no sólo las encues- 
tas lo señalan sino también el pueblo 
en general lo ve como el más presi- 
denciable.

El Ejecutivo Federal señala que 
AMLO se atribuyó facultades que 
son exclusivas de las autoridades 
federales. 

El objetivo era el poder pro- 
cesarlo penalmente por no cumplir 
una suspensión definitiva que dictó 
el juez federal Álvaro Tovilla de 
León en el caso de El Encino. 

Haciendo historia, en noviem- 
bre del 2000, la entonces Jefa de 
Gobierno del Distrito Federal, Ro- 
sario Robles, expropió el predio de 
El Encino, en la zona exclusiva de 
Santa Fe, para construir dos ave- 
nidas. La empresa dueña del terreno 
solicitó un amparo contra la expro- 
piación, pidiendo la suspensión de 
las obras de vialidad. El gobierno de 
López Obrador continuó con la cons- 
trucción de las avenidas. Después de 
una serie de amparos por las dos 
partes, el Séptimo Tribunal Cole- 
giado en material administrativo

la suspensión al no paralizar los 
trabajos de apertura de las avenidas 
y al no abstenerse de bloquear y 
cancelar dichos accesos. 

De acuerdo con el Código Fe- 
deral de Procedimientos Penales, el 
delito de violación a la suspensión 
es considerado como abuso de auto- 
ridad que establece hasta ocho años 
de prisión, liberados sólo por el pago 
de una fianza. 

Es interesante ver como hasta 
ahora, cuando López Obrador se per- 
fila como el sucesor a la silla presi- 
dencial con más posibilidades, viene 
este agudo ataque contra el “peje- 
lagarto”, como se le conoce en el 
ambiente político al jefe capitalino 
al ser originario del Estado de Ta- 
basco. 

Según el subprocurador de la 
PGR, el desafuero solicitado por la 
dependencia no se trata de ningún 
ataque político y que obedece a la 
denuncia presentada por el juez 
noveno del distrito en material 
administrativo a raíz de la violación 
cometida por López Obrador. El 
mismo Secretario de Gobernación, 
Santiago Creel Miranda aseguró la 
semana pasada que el desafuero con- 
tra López Obrador no obedece a 
“futurismos electorales” ni a inte- 
reses partistas. 

De acuerdo con la estructura ju- 
dicial, el Jefe de Gobierno del DF 
no tiene tiene otra opción más que 
enfrentar el juicio en su contra. 
López Obrador puede sin embargo, 
permanecer en libertad al tratarse de 
un delito que no es considerado 
grave. 

La PGR podría esperar hasta que 


meses 71 de cada 100 empresas a las 
que el gobierno les ha preguntado, 
han respondido que están aumentado 
sus nuevas contrataciones.

Quizá estos asuntos judiciales 
que encara AMLO sean vistos por 
sus simpatizantes como ataques por 
parte de sus enemigos políticos que 
a toda costa buscan desequilibrar su 
popularidad y hasta ahora. fuerte 
posibilidad de llegar a la silla presi- 
dencial. 

Esta denuncia penal podría re- 
sultar quizá en una mayor popula- 
ridad para el “pejelagarto” al tiempo 
que resta puntos a sus contrincantes 
políticos en la contienda electoral.

Too French 


to be U.S. president?

James Garfield was a professor of clas- 
sics before he became the 20th American 
president. One time, wanting to show his 
abilities with foreign languages, he amused 
friends by translating simultaneously an 
English document into Greek with his left 
hand and Latin with his right hand. 

George W. Bush can't match the same 
kind of multilingualism although he has 
made use of his limited Spanish in the 2000 
election and also since becoming president 
when addressing Latino groups. 

John Kerry, the likely Democratic nomi- 
nee, may not be able to match Garfield's dex- 
terity with languages, but his knowledge of 
French is certainly a lot better than Bush’s 
Spanish. Unfortunately for him and the coun- 
try, he is being very coy about his fluency in 
French, treating it as a liability. In fact, bi- 
lingualism is an asset for an American po- 
litical leader and a potential president. 

Given that the U.S. is the sole super- 
power in a multilingual world, a president 
fluent in more than one language would in 
all likelihood do a better job than a mono- 
lingual one. 

Although the president of the U.S. can 
afford to hire interpreters and must do so to 
communicate with world leaders, knowing 
a second language has many positive aspects 
which should be celebrated. Fluency in a 
foreign language translates into knowledge 
of the culture and the people where the lan- 
guage is spoken. 

It also means that even with unfamiliar 
languages and cultures, a bilingual individual 
has an advantage over a monolingual per- 
son. Bilingual/bicultural individuals, for ex- 
ample, would not be shocked by cultural 
traits which are different from their native 
culture. 

Knowledge of a major language is very 
useful particularly if it’s spoken in many 
countries. That's the case of French, spoken 
in France, Canada, and a number of African 


countries. Although it has lost the label of 


lingua franca to English, French remains a 
very important language in the world. It’s 
spoken by an estimated 500,000,000 people 
as their first or second language. 

For Kerry, his knowledge of French has 
already been beneficial at the personal and 
professional level. He used French to com- 
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municate with Teresa Heinz early in their 
relationship and he eventually married her. 

When Kerry served in Vietnam, he was 
apparently able to read French maps and that 
knowledge may have helped him save lives. 

Although Bush has used his very weak 
Spanish to great political advantage, in the 
case of English-French bilingualism, the 
GOP has taken a different stand. Because the 
French did not support the U.S. war effort 
in Iraq, a great deal of anti-French sentiment 
has occurred. 

The negative feelings against the French 
and their language reached pettiness when 
the GOP pushed for changing the names of 
French fries and French toast to Freedom 
fries and Freedom toast. It sounds like be- 
ing French and knowing the French language 
translates into lack of patriotism. 

To be sure, France was not alone in 
pushing for a different way of dealing with 
Saddam Hussein. In fact, most countries did 
not support the invasion. Yet, none of the 
other major countries such as Germany, Rus- 
sia, China, and others were the subject of 
the antagonism the French language and 
France had to endure. 

The ironic thing is that the plan proposed 
by France and many other countries not to 
attack Iraq and allow UN inspectors more 
time to find the weapons of mass destruc- 
tion turned out to have been a much wiser 
course of action. Bush’s recent overtures to 
the UN would suggest that the French way 
was on target. 

Although Kerry continues to insist on a 
greater UN role in the Iraq situation—the 
French way— he keeps his distance from 
France. Kerry seems to think that his knowl- 
edge of French is a disadvantage. 

Fear of being labeled French has made 
Kerry lie low with his knowledge and links 
to France. In addition, since Bush and his 
million dollars in advertising have tried to 
label Kerry as liberal, linking him to France 
would help confirm him as a left-winger. 
given France's liberal government. 

Kerry’s distance from French is a cal- 
culated attempt not to alienate the very con- 
servative element of the American elector- 
ate. That's politically foolish since Kerry 
does not have a chance with those voters. 

It’s also disappointing to intelligent vot- 
ers who understand that world problems will 
be solved with knowledge — linguistic 
knowledge and other types — rather than the 
ignorance exhibited by Bush’s cowboy di- 
plomacy.

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Estudiantes de minorías tendrán 
dificultad para lograr empleos en verano política de vivienda para minorías 


Washington, (EFE)- La precariedad 
económica que aún afecta a EE.UU., impacta en 
el acceso de estudiantes, en particular de las 
minorías, a empleos de verano que tradicional- 
mente se reservan para los adolescentes durante 
esta época. 

Según un estudio de la Universidad Northeast- 
ern, en Boston, más de dos terceras partes de los 
adolescentes en el país verán truncados sus deseos 
de ganar dinero y adquirir experiencia laboral en 
los próximos meses debido a que el mercado de 
este tipo de empleos es el peor que se ha visto en 
60 años. 

Los trabajos en el área de servicios que son 


típicos para jóvenes (entre otros, comidas rápidas 


y tiendas por departamentos) están siendo 
ocupados por personas adultas que a su vez han 
quedado desempleadas. 

“Uno encuentra adultos e inmigrantes reali- 
zando las labores que antes eran casi exclusivas 
de los adolescentes”, señaló el estudio académico. 

Otro agravante, se indicó, es que un gran 
número de universitarios recién graduados tienen 
que lidiar con un mercado laboral escaso que los 
obliga a emplearse en oficios por debajo de su 
preparación. 

“Cuatro de cada 10 graduados universitarios 
realizan labores por debajo de su preparación 
académica”, refleja el informe. 

Hace cuatro años, el 45 por ciento de los 
adolescentes estadounidenses de entre 16 a 19 
anos, conseguían un trabajo de verano. Pero, en 
2003, ese porcentaje bajó a 36,5, según los 
investigadores. 

Según las predicciones de economistas, en 
2004 sólo el 37 por ciento de los estudiantes 
adolescentes encontrarán trabajo. 

Los latinos y los afroamericanos son los que 
más problemas van a enfrentar para emplearse, 
advierte el reporte. 

Una de las razones es que muchos de estos 
jóvenes viven en lugares donde las oportunidades 
laborales son más escasas que en otros sitios.

encuentran un empleo, tienen que incurrir en gastos 
mayores para el transporte, lo cual no les resulta 
económicamente viable.

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Salvadoran president’s 
inauguration marked 
with protests

San Salvador (EFE)— El 
Salvador’s principal opposition 
leftists marked Tuesday's inaugu- 
ration of the country’s fourth con- 
secutive conservative president 
by holding a “popular assembly” 
to highlight their economic and 
social demands. 

Former sportscaster Elias 
Antonio “Tony” Saca, 39, took 
office as president of El Salvador 
after a landslide victory in March 
over Schafik Handal of the leftist 
Farabundo Marti National Libera- 
tion Front. Known as the FMLN, 
the party is the successor to the 
rebel force that waged a 12-year 
war against the Salvadoran army. 

The top leaders of the FMLN, 
whose 31 lawmakers boycotted 
Saca’s inauguration to protest 
what they said was the ARENA's 


“dirty election campaign,” rallied 


a crowd in downtown San 
Salvador’s Plaza Civica. 

Handal noted the absence of 
FMLN lawmakers from the inau- 
guration ceremony and said 
“though Saca's government may 
not be legitimate, they have the 
upper hand - power - and that’s 
why we'll have to seek consen- 
sus.” 

“Once more, we are going to 
renew the fight." Handal said, 
adding that “if they (the conser- 
vatives) persist with their intimi- 
dation and blackmail campaigns, 
they re going to meet with resis- 
tance from the Salvadoran 
people.” 

The FMLN contends that 
many provisions of the 1992 
peace accords that ended the 
nation’s civil war remain unful- 
filled. 

Handal said FMLN legisla- 
tors have not voted to approve the 
2004 budget because “it’s a bill 
drafted behind people's backs.” 

Approval requires a two- 
thirds majority. or 56 of the 84 


“members of the Legislative As- 
~ sembly. making the FMEN law- 
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makers” votes essential. 

Handal said the government 
must reduce funding for the se- 
cret presidential account, whose 
sum is unknown, as well as cut 
“superfluous” expenses at a time 
when the country needs to allot 
more funds to health care and 
education, 

The FMLN’s general coordi- 
nator, lawmaker Salvador 
Sanchez Ceren, said his party has 
submitted to Saca “a list of core 
issues that must be addressed 
first” when trying to strike a po- 
litical deal.” including the mini- 
mum wage, pensions and utility 
rates. 

Meanwhile, hundreds of Sal- 
vadorans turned out to protest the 
new government in different 
marches across the capital orga- 
nized by labor unions and social- 
action groups. 

Demonstrators in downtown 
San Salvador threw rocks at po- 
lice, and though there were mo- 
ments of tension, no arrests were 
made, officials reported. 


Following 15 years of unin- 
terrupted rule by the rightist 
ARENA party, the Salvadoran 
economy is saddled with slow 
growth - GDP increased by 
roughly 2 percent annually from 
2000 to 2003 - and a high level of 
government debt, now totaling 
$3.75 billion. 

The 2001 decision by Saca’s 
predecessor, Francisco Flores, to 
dollarize the economy has not 
brought recovery, and the 
country’s main source of hard 
currency are the remittances of 
more than 2 million emigrants, 
most of them living in the United 
States. The expatriates wired 
home $2.1 billion last year. 

Saca says he plans to engage 
in dialogue with the FMLN. 

During his last nationwide 
message to the nation Sunday 
night, Flores said Saca would 
have to face “great challenges,” 
including a “destructive opposi- 
tion.” clearly alluding to the 
FMLN.s=

In honor of the SOth anniver- 
sary of Frida Kahlo’s death, a spe- 
cial exhibit of 26 paintings by the 
fabled Mexican artist have just 
gone on display at the Casa Azul 
in Mexico City where she was 
born, lived and worked. 

Kahlo died in 1954 at the age 
of 47.

paintings, from the 


Dolores Olmedo Museum in 
Xochimilco (of Floating Gardens 
fame) will remain in the permanent 
collection at the Frida Kahlo Casa 
Azul Museum, making it, 
bined with the painting already 
there, the largest single trove of the

artist's work in existence. Dolores 


Olmedo, one of Mexico's wealthi- 


est women and an carly love inter- 
est of Frida’s famous husband Di- 
ego Rivera, died two years ago.

The museum 
long residence, 
for 25 years with Rivera (she was 
the third of his four wives) — was 
long a neglected gem among 
Mexico City museums. The recent 
surge of popularity of Kahlo's 
work and fascination with her life. 
including the popular Salma Hayek 
movie, “Frida.” has suddenly 
brought huge crowds to the mu- 
seum doors, as many as 1.500 on a 
single weekend. 

Located in the residential sec- 
tion of Coyoacan, on Londres and 
Allende streets. the museum imme- 


diately sweeps visitors into Kahlo’s 


presence, which is everywhere. 
Painted a startling cobalt blue 
trimmed in red, the house is pre- 
served much as it was during the 
periods when Kahlo and Rivera 
lived there, from their marriage in 
1929 to her death in 1954. (They 
were divorced in 1939, only to re- 
marry again the following year on 
the groom’s 54th birthday.) Its in- 
terior is filed with personal posses- 
sions and folk art; carved Indian 
masks, brightly colored calaveras, 
retablos, and pre-Columbian statu- 
ary. A large unmarked Mayan urn 
contains Kahlo’s ashes, behind 
glass now, beneath a death mask 
that hangs on the wall. 

The exhibitions,

have remained much 
the same in spite of several build- 


ing renovations — photographs. cards, a facility notably missing in 
love letters, an address book the past. On sale too are Frida 


opened to the New York address 
of a friend, financial ledgers, the

The brightly tiled 
kitchen is lined with Mexican ce- 
ramic ware; elsewhere are shelves 
of well-thumbed books on artehis- 
tory, and politics. In the well- 
lighted studio a wheelchair is 
pulled up in front of an easel upon 
which rests an unfinished canvas 
ot Joseph Stalin. 

Roped-off sections in the 
museum's interior now keep the 
flow of visitors within specific ar- 
cas. An electronic security system 
sounds an alarm if anyone wanders 
off or reaches beyond these re- 
stricted areas. A team of young fe- 


male guides has replaced most of 


the surly guards who were previ- 
ously posted throughout the mu- 
All students from the tour- 
ism school in Mexico City, the

guides wear cobalt-blue uniforms 
matching the building’s exterior

New are several 
machine-gun totting security 
guards wearing bullet proof flack 
jackets. 

A ticket kiosk at the entrance 
has replaced the two welcoming 
20-foot-tall papier-mache Judas 
figures, which were moved to the 
basement level. When Rivera gave 
the Kahlo residence to the Mexi- 
can government for use as a mu- 
scum it was with the stipulation 
that admission would always be 
free. But the Bank of Mexico 
(which operates the Diego Rivera 
Fiduciary and financed the reno- 
vations) decided to charge admis- 
sion to help with the building’s 
maintenance. The spruced up mu- 
seum now has a gift shop offering 
books, prints, posters and post-

Kahlo’s father, Guillermo, a 
successful photographer, built the 
house for his family at the turn of 
the century. After their marriage.

A wall 
around the property was added 
years later, when the couples’ fame 
began attracting crowds of the cu- 
rious, anxious for a glimpse of 
them. Until then only a cactus 
fence had separated the grounds 
from public view. Even the streets 
of Coyoacan were unpaved until 
the early 1950s. 

When they lived in the Blue 
House, as it was called, Casa Azul, 
Kahlo and Rivera formed the epi- 
center of contemporary art in 
Mexico, 


and around them, spar- 


kling like fallout from a starburst,

Although the Blue House has 
lost some of its former intimacy to 
museumlike efficiency, itis still an 
enchanting place, filled with sun- 
shine, pain and bright colors, the 
very essence of the artist herself. 

It was a longtime interest in 
the work of Diego Rivera that 
brought me to the Frida Kahlo 
Museum for the first time. I had 
anticipated little more than a foot- 
note of insight into Rivera’s life. 
Yet I was overwhelmed by what | 
saw. 

Crippled by polio as a child, 
Frida Kahlo was further handi- 
capped in adolescence by a street- 
car accident that shattered her hip 
and spine. As a result, the artist 
spent much of her life bedridden, 
on crutches, or in a wheelchair. 


Despite critical acclaim during 


Mexico City, Paris and New York 
Kahlo’s work fell into obscu- 
rity after her death. But it has re 
surfaced during the past few years. 
Exploded would be more apt. 
Her work is everywhere today.
